Motion Will Be Knocked 
Out. 


The time of the circuit court this 
forenoon was occupied by a legal dis­ 
cussion 
between 
Attorney 
James 
O’Hara and Prosecuting Attorney Val­ 
entine. 


Mr. O ’Hara wants the grand jury 
quashed aud all the indictments they 
aave returned in the past week quashed 
along with them. 
He made a plausible 
argument on the proposition that the 
grand jury was an illegal body, that, it 
was illegally drawn aud illegally con­ 
stituted. 
In support of this claim he 
cited numberless authorities, the court 
making note ot them and evidently lis­ 
tening to the attorney with serious at 
tention. 
There 
were 
twenty-live 
errors in the drawing of the jury ac 
cording to Mr. O’Hara, but the chief 
point is that Alderman J. C. Cole of the 
first ward of Benton Harbor is an il 
egal *member of the body, s Alder­ 
man Dr. Cole returned his own name 
on the grand jury list when it was the 
duty of the supervisor to return the 
ist of his ward. 
The attorney claimed 
that the single fact that Dr. Cole sat 
on the jury made the body an illegal 
one without regard to 
the 
other 
claimed irregularities. 


Prosecutor Valentine expected this 
attack and he was ready to defend the 
grand jury and the indictments they 
had returned. 
He made a strong argu­ 
ment in opposition to the claims of Mr. 
O’Hara. 


Mr. Valentine produced a bit of law 
that will knock the foundation from 
Mr. O’H ara’s argument. 
From a good 
authority the prosecutor read: 


“ No challenge to the array of grand 
jurors or to any persons ¡summoned by 
the grand jury shall be allowed in any 
other ease than that specified in the 
preceding sections.” 


In the “ preceding sections’* it is pro­ 
vided that a member of the grand jury 
cannot be a complaining witne««». 


it is certain that the court will over­ 
rule Mr. 0 ’Hara‘s motion to (juash. 


it is the purpose of Attorney O ’Hara 
if this court goes against him. to carry 
his cases to the supreme court where 
he expects to prove the indictments 
were illegally found aud worthless. 


While Attorney O’Hara was trying 
to quash the jury aud its work that body 
was 
busy 
grinding away.

It Could Not Lessen the Attendance 


at the Rescue Mission 


Last Evening. 


REV. MR. FRENCH ON DANCING.

Playing Christians Count Lit­ 
tle for Church and God 


The only religious meeting that did 
not suffer in attendance by the rain last 
evening was the one held at]the rooms 
of the Rescue Mission. The rooms 
were crowded to overflowing and Rev. 
L. W. Earl preached an excellent ser­ 
mon. The mission work is ^rapidly 
growing. At the Sunday school yes 
terday afternoon there was an attend 
ance of 70. 


Rev. J. L. Shears is doing great 
good in the work of this mission. The 
attendants are largely 
people wiio 
would not go to a regular church, and 
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work. They msy be the most intelli­ 
gent and most brilliant people and it 
takes self-control not to be lead au^ay 
by their flattery. It takes self-coniryl 
to master the temper and bridle the 
tongue. A strong rebuke was giv ui 
to those who gossip and those vUio 
make Insinuations against their ne'iu'U- 
bors and stab tbem in the dirk. 
‘‘Speak of others as you would have 
them speak of you,” was the ne#r ver­ 
sion of the Golden Rule that the pastor 
recommended to those tryintr to de­ 
tract from the good name of oiaers 
Self-control in the m atter of eh » w- 
Ing amusements was discussed, no. iu 
form of rebuke, but with a heart that 
seemed to plead for higher ideals. 
“The Bible says nothing, against card 
playing or dancing,” said the pastor. 
“In ancient times there were thousands 
of set rules for living. 
The law of 
Moses told how to dress a beef and how 
to prepare a chicken. In the new testa- 
"ment there are no set rules, only gen­ 
eral principles,” 
tt requires Christian self-control to 
shun amusements we may enjoy and 
those the world approves. The gen­ 
eral principles that should govern us 
are those approved by the church. No 
one better appreciates that the associ­ 
ations of dancing, card playing and 
theatre going are worldly amusements 
than the world itself. The Christian 
is not expccted there. A t a party, I 
shall not tell where or when, a young 
mj,n who was a member of a church 
that had placed its disapproval upon

iiey. (ieorge A. Sahlin gave his sec­ 
ond lecture on the ancient heroes of 
the church last evening.

was Savonarola, the monk who stirred 
the city of l’'lorenee to great depths by 
his denunciations of the evils existing 
in the church.

He was excommunicated by the 
pope, and the city of Florence exeom- 
inunieated with him.

Not 
only did the power of excommunication 
extend its pangs to the ends of this 
world but it doomed to eternal punish­ 
ment in the next.

Three Women, High In W ash­ 
ington Society*Kill Themselves 
Because They Believed Health 
was Gone From them Forever. 


"Opening his n'.outh wide, he urusquely 
thrust the pistol-bnrrcl into tho very bottom 
of his throatand pressed upon the trigger.” 
Of course tho shot killed him. He had 
been chnllengod to a duel, and the fear of 
death drove lilm to suicide. Guy do Mau­ 
passant. the great French writer, tells tho 
story. This is no mere 1‘uncy of a novelist. 
It is a dreadful, eternal truth. Men and wo­ 
men, living under the shadow of Death’s 
black wing, flingthemselvesintothoarmsof 
the very eneniy they dread. See the proofs 
of this in tho matter-of-tact newspaper re­ 
ports. Note that in a creut city half-a-do^en 
persons will, in a single day, take their own 
livas. Why? Various motives are a.ssigned, 
such as disappoiuted love, financial ruin, 
actual or imnending disgrace and thwarted 
ambition. Tho most prevaient reason is not 
dwelt upon, except in rare cases, because to 
tho unthinking render it is less impressive 
tluin tfio others. Yet the fact that sufierers 
from real or imaginary disease, despairing 
of a cure, take their own lives, is the most 
nt^pallingof all thcdoleftii facts connected 
with suicide. Within a few weeks three wo­ 
men, moving in tho hfghestfeociety in Wash­ 
ington, killed themselves l)ecause they saw 
no liopo of overcoming disease.
